Ed. Times:—Anent the ruling topic, 


the silver question, it seems to the 
writer that there is a vast fund of mis- 
information afloat here and elsewhere.

It is 
the consensus of opinion that gold, sil- 
ver and paper would be the proper 
caper. 


While they can purchase silver, of 


w'hich there are numerous miues, at a 
price in labor products satisfactory to 
themselves, the owner of the single 
gold mine puts an almost prohibition 
price on his output. 
The community 


offers him what they think is a fair 
price, 16 to 1. He declines, and dis- 
gruntled, replies, "You are a lot of 
socialists, anarchists and repudiation- 
ists." He further says to them that 
the communities at a distance use his 
product at his price. 
The community 


replies that they have learned a liwsnn 
of experience from these self-same peo- 
ple, that they did not wish to be prac- 
tically owned as had unfortunately 
been the lot of these deluded people in 
relying upon a currency which had, 
could aud would be corralled by Mm 
and his class time and again for specu- 
lative purposes, and that they preferred 
a metal which was sufficiently plenti- 
ful that the corralling of the same 
would be a difficult and hazardous un- 
dertaking. 
Apply this ideal concep- 


tion to a muchly augmented commun- 
ity, our whole country, aud for the 
life of me I can not see how men who 
are not animated by the inclinations 
of Shylocks and usurers can arrive at 
a different conclusion than that bimet- 
allism is correct in sight and principle. 
The only excuse the writer can have 
for them is that yellow fat instead of 
gray brain matter occupies their brain 
paus, and the more or less yellowness 
of the former will describe the degree 
of inteusity for monometallism upon 
their part, while the (silver) gray 
brain matter of the bimotallist shows 
his predelections as having a normal 
and healthy think tank.

Hunting deer with hawks has long 


been a favorite sport in India. Many 
native chiefs train the hawks for vari- 
ous species of game. The hawk can- 
not be trained for more than one sort 
of sport, and those which are taught 
to attack deer will not fly after other 
game. 
In deer hawking the aim is to let the 


hawk worry the prey until hounds can 
catch it. A couple of hawks will make 
such a vigorous assault on a deer that 
further running is impossible, and it 
will easily fall a victim to the hounds, 


'. which would be unable to catch it oy 
| themselves. 
The training of the hawk is a slow 
matter. The bird 
must 
be caught 


when exceedingly young. It is brought 
up on a deerskin and in company witft 
the hounds. The lure is made of the 
ears and skin of the head of a deer 
and the bird Is taught that its life is 
Intimately connected with that animal. 
When the hawk has attained its 


growth It is taken out with an old bird 
for a trial. If possible the first flight 
of the bird is at a fawn or a wounded 
deer where escape is Impossible. Im- 
mediately after the deer is killed the 
bird is fed some of its meat and then 
the training is over and the hawk will 
never fly at any other animal. 
Col. H. Ward writes interestingly ot 


the sport in a recent issue of the Bad- 
minston Magazine. He gives the fol- 
lowing account of a day's sport:

The Republican platform 
demands 


the maintenance of the present stand- 
ard. The implication is that things are 
simply to be preserved as they are, and 
that Republican sxiccess will make no 
change in the currency to which the. 
American people have become accus- 
tomed. 
But that is not at all the idea 


entertained bv the financiers who fori-ei! 
the adoption of that platform, and who 
are furnishing- the funds for Mr. lUin- 
na's campaign. Thej' kuou- that oui- 
currency sj'stem is no\v in a state of un- 
stable equilibrium, and to put it on :i 
permanent basis radical changes will 
be necessary in one direction or another. 
And they have very decided idc:is«cou- 
cerning the changes they propose to 
have adopted if they carry the election. 


The ideal which the bankers have in 


view is a condition of things in which 
the govern men t will issue 110 money 
except gold, with a few silver, nickel 
and copper token coins for small change, 
while all the rest of the currency need- 
ed to transact the business of the coun- 
try will consist of bank notes. Nobody 
pretends that gold alone can do the 
work of a national circulating medium. 
There is none, in circulation anywhere 
except on the Pacific Coast, and there 
will be none, whatever policy we may 
adopt. 
Tlie programme, therefore, ia 


that not a part but all of the nutioruil 
currency above the grade of small 
change shal 1 be issued by the banks 
and subject to their absolute control. 
It is to be expanded or contracted at 
their will. It is to be poured out in a 
boundless Hood when it suits the con- 
venience of the bankers to encourage 
speculation, and called in when they 
prefer a tighter money market. 


In ordinary times these bitnk notes 


are to liquidate all debts. They are \o 
be the only kind of money lent, the 
only kind circulating in the hands of 
the people, and, naturally, the only 
kind with which the debtors will expect 
to clear off their obligations, 
jjut this 


is to be a. matter of custom, not ol' law. 
The notes are not to be legal tender. 
The bankers do not ask that. Nobody 
proposes to give private citizens the 
privilege of issuing legal tende- money. 
Hence, a creditor will have 
priv- 


ilege at any time of demandiii,. gold, 
which the debtor certainly will not 
have, and probably cannot get. Tin; 
man who lias laboriously scraped to- 
g-ether enough of the same kind of 
money he borrowed to pay off his mort- 
gage may find it turned to worthless 
leaves in his bands. 
He can take the 


notes which his creditor refuses to the 
bank that issued them and ask their 
redemption in gold, but universal re- 
demption will be impossible. There is 
not gold enough to go round. A gen- 
eral demand must mean a suspension 
of specie payments, brisk times for 
Sheriffs, and a general transfer of prop- 
erty from debtors to creditors.

Proposition (a). There are two kinds 


of 
money in circulation. 
The real 


•money is what we will call primary 
money. 
This now consists 
of gold. 


Formerly gold and silver were both 
primary money. Now, since silver has 
been demonitized, it is simply credit 
money, the same as a bank bill which 
is redeemable in primary money or 
gold. 
If the amount of primary mon- 


ey circulating in any given nation wore 
doubled, the market value of every spe- 
cies of property would tend towards a 
price twice as great as before; not on 
every thing alike nor on a.H things at 
once, but the tendency would be to- 
wards a double price.

The estimate of gold coin is undoubt- 


edly exaggerated, but if we accept it ;is 
correct we have now Si,-197,705,770 of 
full legal tender money, consisting of 
all the items enumerated above except 
tne subsidiary silver and the national 
banknotes. The banking progi-ammc 
is to cut off ultimately, nearly a thous- 
and millions of this—reducing our vol- 
ume of legal tender money from SI.497,- 
705,779 to the 6583,743,203 of gold foin— 
a stock which in reality cannot muc-h, 
if at all, exceed §400,000,000. 


For a start, it is proposed to retire the 


greenbacks and Sherman notes, sub- 
stituting at a blow 5483,762,20(5 of non- 
debt-pay ing private for the same amount 
of debt-paying public currency. 
This 


purpose is openly and earnestly avowed. 
The efforts of the Administration dur- 
ing its whole term have been directed 
toward its accomplishment,. The next 
step would be to sell the Treasury's 
stock of silver bullion and thc.standard 
silver dollars.
